The  idea  of  such  a motto  appearing  on 
our  coins  was  given  birth  on  Nov.  13, 
1861,  in  a letter  written  to  then  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  Salmon  P.  Chase, 
by  the  Rev.  Mark  R.  Watkinson,  minister 
at  the  Prospect  Hill  Baptist  Church  in 
Ridleyville,  Pennsylvania. 

His  suggestion  was  "God  - Liberty  - Law," 
which  in  a final  selection  by  Chasebe- 
came  "In  God  We  Trust."  A coinage  act 
passed  on  April  22,  186U,  authorizing 
the  issuance  of  the  short  - lived  two- 
cent  piece  gave  birth  to  the  motto  on 
coins.  Today  it  appears  on  all  coins 
currently  being  produced.

The  Wisconsin  Valley  Coin

and  put  into  use.  Meetings  were  held  in 
Schofield  until  April  2,  1957,  when  the 
Marathon  County  Historical  Society  of- 
fered their  meeting  rooms  in  Wausau  to 
the  coin  club. 

Highlight  of  each  year's  activities  is 
the  summer  picnic  which  is  held  indif- 
ferent sites  throughout  central  Wis- 
consin, and  an  annual  banquet  held  on 
the  first  Saturday  in  November  each  year 
in  Wausau.  Both  events  are  family  af- 
fairs and  the  banquet  consistantly  draws 
over  120  people. 

The  spring  of  1965  will  bring  the  Wis- 
consin Valley  Coin  Club's  first  coin 
show,  an  event  to  be  held  in  April  at 
the  new  Woodson  YMCA  Building  in  Wausau. 

Members  belonging  to  the  club  attend 
from  as  far  north  as  Rhinelander  and 
from  as  far  south  as  Wisconsin  Rapids, 
making  the  name  "Wisconsin  Valley  Coin 
Club"  a reality.
